A few years ago the fanners In a 


certain section of Illinois were annoyed 
by Insect pasts that were destroying 
the young corn planta.

"snout beetles," so large that on* exas- 
perated farmer christened them ele- 
phant buga They tbrov* on poisonous 
epraya; they were unmolested by the 
birds. A flock of chickens waa turned 
into on* Held, and the buga clamped 
their *tout legs about the chicken*' 
bills *o tightly that they could not so 
much aa squawk as they flew from the 
fray 
To Dr, Forbes head of the state 


laboratory of natural history, located 
at the university, an appeal waa dia- 
patched. 
He sent assistants to the 


scene of distress, who after months of 
investigation and 
experiment 
found 


that the Insects bred chiefly on rushes 
which were especially abundant on the 
untilfed'lands joining the cornfields. It 
was founJ also that, while ordinary 
means of extermination did not affect 
them, carefiil and thorough cultivation 
would free the fields from the pests It 
was a twentieth century battle with a 
belligerent and determined foe, and It 
called^ for all the keenness of mind, 
alertness of spirit and scientific knowl- 
edge that could be brought to tsar. 


This idea of introducing the study of 


agriculture Into the elementary schools 
fa th* natural development from the 
older nature study. 
One cannot but 


notice In .the nature study nroducMohs 
of Mr. Charles the emphasis that IB 
placed upon the practical.
